Obstrueting the (Ohilo.

We have belore us the circplarof &
committee of Cincinnatl merchants,
manufacturers and others relating to
the three-hundred-feet-span bridge
over the Ohlo at that point, which has
Been echartered by the Legisldturs of
Ohlo, The commlttes wan pppﬂ!-l;ll‘ﬂll
by & meeting held on the Istinst;, “lo
nssist Iin perfecting measures to pre-
vent the obstruction of navigation of
the Ohio by the ercction of short-span
bridges,””

The committee, “impressed with the
incaleulable importuuce to the people
of the valley of the Ohlo, of the free
navigution of the river, earnestly urge
that prompt sction be had in allthe
river citles and towns, to the end that
such infAuence may be brought to bear
upon Congress, as will secure the pass-
age of a law that will prevent any
Stale or States, bordering on the river,
frowm giving privilegea to any man or
men, that will, for all time, interfers
mnterinlly with the use of this great
national bighway.!!

The eircular 1% accompanied by a

statement signed by fifty-eight western
river pilots wherein Lhey declare:

It would be difficult and dangerous

to navigate large and heavily laden

Htepmboats, and boats with tows of

barges, between the piers of a bridge
having aepan of only three hundred
feet bslwesn the piers over the chanpel,
even though the bridge was buolitat
right angles to the ourrent, and Lhe
plers in u line with thp carrent, ‘While
this danger and obstroction al o low
tage of the river would bé compura-
ively small, it wouldbe increased with
Le rise of water in the river, until at a
tage of twenty fect und upwards,
when the henvy busines, especially in
in towling, I8 done, it would be very se-
rious. We regard it s clear to the
mind of any eeosible river. man and
navigator, that the placing of five or
six piers within the banks of gur nnr-
row river, will, by dividing the water
at the piers, ereste “cross curreénts” and
sgddies" dungeroud to navigation.
Tho water sbove the piers will be hilgh-
er than below, nud the fores of the eur-
rent materinlly increased, varying of
course with the stage of water. To be
rensonably safe, the lenglh of the span
sbould beive hundred Jeel.

We have nlso sccompanyving resolu-
tious of  the Board of Undeérwritera of
Cinclnnuti, declaring that;

A bridge built across the Ohio river
Letween the elties of Cinclnnati und
Newport, Ky., with plers In the river
three hundréd feet apart; would prove o
serlous and dungerous obstruction tolhe
pavigation of the river; and all Under-
writers, in justice 1o theirstockbolders,
will be obliged to charge incrénsed
rates for Ltho Insurnoce of property pass-
ing these plers, 1t 1s the judgment of
the membery of this Noard, Lthut where
bridges ure built over the Ohio river,
in grder to leave tho navigation of the
river reasonably sufe, there should be
wmninepan over the channel not lesd
thun live hondred feet long.””
